Confidence Seemingly 



The Traders Deposit Already well on the Way to Reopen, and Steps 
!► Being Taken to Reopen the New Farmers Also, 



On Tuesday morning the Now Far- 
mers Bank failed to open its doors for 
Jhusiness. The news quicKlv spread 
Over the city aud created no little ex- 
citement. The steady drain on the 
ready money of the bank by depos- 
itors was more than it could stand and 
finally it had to succumb to the press- 
ure of circumstances and suspend pay 
J' ment. For the last four months there 
has been a shrinking of the deposits, 
^ and since it seemed impossible to real- 
ize on its paper. There was nothing 
else left to be done but to close its 
doors. The liabilities of the bank 
reach $300,000, and it has in available 
assets over $600,000. 

There cau be no question but that 
every depositor will be paid in full, 
and there is good grouud for the belief 
that the stockholders will lose little or 
nothing. This bank has beeu the spe- 
cial favorite for the deposit of the 
fund of widows, guardians and es. 
tates, and has always enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the community. It was a 
heavy blow to the more helpless por- 
''^tion of the community when it was 
forced to the wall. The scenes were 
pitiable when women looked tho situ- 
ation in the face and felt their strong 
m.rock of business defense was taken 
lrom them. 

The closing of the doors of the New 
Farmers Bank was the signal for a 
run ou the other banks. The drain 
ou all of them was heavy, but the 
Traders Deposit seemed to be the spe- 
cial point of attack. All dav long the 
tellers stood at the counters and paid 
out the money in a steady stream till 
the hour for closing. Not one sign cl 
weakening was seen in the face of 
•any official of the bauk ; but after 
closing hours the directory thought it 
better to suspend payment than to 
face the certainty of the continuation 
of the run of the day. No bank, how- 
ever strong, could stand such a drain 
on its available cash. Therefore the 
oflicials reluctantly docided to give up 
the unequal fight and make an assign- 
ment. The deed of trust was made 
at 5 : 10 o'clock to James M. Bigstafi. 
Thus in one day M. Sterling saw two 
of her staunch business enterprises 
driven to the wall. The condition or 
the bank is in every respect good. 1 1 
has $390,000 of good paper and llabil 
itles to the amount of only $150,000- 
There is no reason in the world why 
this bank should not be on its feet 
again in a very short time.

If the scenes of Thursday were 
startling those of Fridaymorning were 
widely alarming. We have beard and 
read of runs on a bank, but never wit 
nessed one in its wild reality till Fri- 
day last— truly "Black Friday" in Mt- 
S'erling's history. 

As soon as the two remaining banks, 
the Mt. sterling National and the Ex- 
change Bank of Kentucky, opened, a 
rush was made for the doors of the 
institutions and the scene simply beg- 
gars description. Men lost their rea- 
son in a mad rush for the counters. 
At the Exchange Bank the Marshal 
aud his assistants held the crowd at 
bay whilst every check was paid in 
full. In the meautime Ex-Chief Jus- 
tice Peters, the President, of the bank, 
appealed to the men In the crowd to 
exercise a little reason and common 
souse. Others aided the venerable old 
man in his brave efforts to still the 
tumult. For a time nothing availed ; 
but as the crowd came out with theii 
money the police saw that they movec 
off, aud as the throng saw the money 
being paid so promptly the words of 
the Judge began to have their effect 
on the mob. In the meantime some 
of our business men had edged their 
way into the crowd with money to 
make deposits ostentatiously displayed, 
aud this, too, tended to call th 
to their sober senses. After a couple 
of hours the crowd began to show 
signs of disintegration, and in a short 
while thereafter the doors of the bank 
were deserted. 

Whilst this scene was being enacted 
a similar scene with variations wai 
beheld at the Mt. Sterling National 
only a block away. When the 
doors were opened and the rush cann 
the Cashier and several directors, who 
were with him, retired for a moment 
consultation. Quickly Judge French, 
the Cashier, reappeared, his face white 
with firm set determination. He sprang 
upon the counter and announced that 
if one of those who were clamoring for 
their money for the simple purpose of 
withdrawing it presented his check to 
the teller for payment, he would close 
the bauk and tha-„ not one would ge 
cent till the bauk examiner pass 
upon the condition of the bank. 1 
announced that the bauk was able 
aud ready to pay any and all deposi- 
tors who wanted their money for le- 
gitimate business; but it would not 
submit to a run. This sobered the 
maddened crowd, aud ex-Chief Justice 
Holt seconded Judge French's eftbrt 8 
in a timely talk. In the meautime, 
money was being paid out as rapidly 
as could be done and deposits were 
made by some of the cool-headod busi 
ness men as fast as could do so. 
By 11 o'clock (he lobbies of both banks 



clear, and few if any were around. 
The storm had spent its force and the 
better judgment of the people had 
returned. 

In the afternoon the secne con- 
trasted strangely with that of the 
morning. From 2 p. m. till evening 
there were very few on the streets ; in 
fact, the town looked deserted. So 
dead was the calm after the stormy 
js of the morning that the con- 
trast was almost painful. Any Sun- 
day afternoon would havo found as 
many people on the streets. Both the 
the Mt. Sterling National and tho Ex- 
change Banks are all right now and 
deeper rooted than ever in the confi- 
dence of the people. The Traders 
Deposit Bank is already at work to 
arrange for reopening, and it will be 
but a few days till it will be doing 
business as serenely as if a squall had 
never struck It. 

We havo the proposition to make to 
auy who are indebted to the Advo- 
cate — let the sum be large or small — 
that we will take a check on either 
the New Farmers or the Traders De- 
posit Banks in payment for the same 
and give a clear receipt. We are pos- 
itive in our faith that both bauks will 
pay every dollar, and that at no dis- 
tant date. 

The banks at Indianapolis, Ind. 
have shared in the fate of others. 
People who knew nothing about bank- 
ing methods wanted every dollar of 
their deposits, and of course went af- 
ter it in a hurry, and got there just in 
time to see the Winds pulled down. 

Louisville banks, five in number 
closed their doors two weeks ago, and 
yet when the causes were made 
known, the depositors were not satis- 
until they were taujjht a lesson on 
banking. The lesson was a public 
and every man here should have 
known better than to have make a 
i, because any bank which makes 
money for its creditors cannot stand a 
general run from its depositors. 

This is the cause of a suspension ol 
one of the Kansas City banks. 

A lady presented a check for pay- 
ment. She was unknown to the 
officers and they asked that she be 
Identified, when she left the bank 
very much excited, saying they could 
not pay her check, causing great ex- 
citement aud a run.

Legislation needed, a ma jority of them 
express themselves as willing to hear 
the argument of those who advocati 
other ideas, and to be open to convic- 
tion if the other fellow's argument be 
the best. If this feeling be shared by 
a majority of the Democrats in both 
House and Senate the difficulty ot 
reaching some satisfactory basiB of 
compromise will be greatly letsened. 
But it is going to take time to bring 
about that reeDlt, and wise people 
will not expect immediate Congres- 
sional action on this important sub- 
ject. Good Legislation is better than 
hurried Legislation, and I have yet to 
see a Democrat who does not firmly 
believe that good Legislation will be 
one of the certainties of the Fifty-third 
Congress.

Attempts are numerous at trying to 
guess the nature of the President's 
coming message, but it is nonsense for 
any one outside of the Cabinet and a 
few close personal friends of Mr.

The mere 
fact that he will send another message 
to Congress at the opening of the reg- 
ular session, even should the extra 
session remaiu in session until then, 
and the general belief is that it will, 
makes it presumable that his message 
to the extra session will be confined to 
what it was called to legislate upon — 
finance. And if this presumption be 
correct it will not indicate any change 
of opinion as to the necessity for tar- 
iff and other reforms advocated by the 
Democratic party during the last cam- 
paign. Merely that circumstances 
have made it necessary to take up 
finance first. 

Speaking of reform, Commissioner 
Lochreu is going right ahead in the 
program mapped out for the reforma- 
tion of the peusion roll, notwitnstaud- 
ing the howl that is being raised by a 
few Congressmen whose constituent! 
have been suspended. It has already 
been discovered that, in addition to 
the large number of pensions granted 
under the last administration without 
proper examination of the applicant 
and his papers, there wero thousands 
granted illegally, knowingly and 
fully. Only those granted under the 
act of 1890 have yet been examined 
and no others can be taken up for 
long time. The suspensions up 
date number nearly 6,000, and it the 
same average bo kept up iu the entire 
470,000 pensions granted under that 
law the total number of suspensions 
will be something like 75,000. The 
examination is very thorough and sy 
tomatic and ouly those cases showing 
clearly some irregularity or doubt of 
the right of the pensioner to receive 
the amount he has been getting are 
suspended, and few, if any, of those 
who get restored to the roll upon 
examination will get as large a pen- 
sion as they have been receiving.

Read the principal dailes and 
their leading editorials are simply 
addresses to the people urging them 
to display a little common sense and 
extend the same confidence in mone- 
tary affairs to their fellows as they are 
used to doing. 

We clip from the Courier-Journa 
of Monday, the following timely advice 
which applies just as strongly t< 
Mt. Sterling as it does to Louisville 

If there are. among the thoughtless 
or the timid of the Courier-Journal 
readers, those who have withdrawn 
their money from banks, or intend tc 
withdraw it, for the purposeof hoard- 
ing it, we want to say a word or two 
to them in all sincerity and from the 
the best motives. Put your money 
back in the bank if you have with- 
drawn it, and if you haven't let it slay 
there until you want to use it. The 
banks can take much better care of it 
than you can, and among the excellent 
banks ot Louisville you can hardly 
keep from selecting a safe depository. 

There is absolutely nothing in the 
present condition of the country which 
warrants an iuiparment ot confidence 
in properly conducted banks. Peoph 
who have beeu led to believe there is 
are til-informed, or lose their heads in- 
stead of using them to do a little com' 
mon-sense observation and reflection. 

Confront the situation squarely. 
What is it. ? 

Simply a weakening of confidence, 
due to fears largely groundless. The 
exportation of our gold, attributable to 
unbalanced foreign trade and tiie op- 
eration of the Sherman law, has 
caused forebodings of a disorganized 
currency which has been maguitied 
beyond all reasonable probabilities, 
until, with plenty of money in the 
country, the purse-strings are tight- 
ened by the timorous and the over- 
cautious, while.to be prepared for any 
emergency which might arise from 
such a feeling, the banks naturally 
strengthen their reserves and retrench 
their loans. But the resources of the 
country are greater than ever; crops 
are good ; business, aside from the ef- 
fects of the fictitious money stringency, 
is good ; and there is absolutely no 
cause for " hard times" except in so 
far as the needlessly alarmed people 
choose to make them hard by their 
own conduct. The outflow of gold has 
been checked and the tide is turning 
in our direction. As the season ad- 
vances this will increase for our gold 
importations are always larger during 
the last half of the year. Moreover, 
the Sherman taw will doubtless be re 
pealed within a few weeks, but, 
should tiie politicians prevent this, it 
would be several years before the op- 
eration of that law would drain us of 
gold and bring about those conditions 
that so many mistakenly believo are 
already upon us. 

It is absolutely certain, however, 
that should the coming extra session 
of Congress be unable to repeal the 
«herman law, the President and Sec 
retary of the Treasury will take all 
necessary steps to maintain gold pay- 
ments and the souudness of our enr- 
rancy, aud thus prevent the results 
which are feared as the worst effectB 
of the law.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 



e Eagle, of Grand Rapid*, Mich., 
id sen a clipping from the Catholic 
On the question, "Who shall 
ucate," the Catholic News haB thin 
•ay: 

"Every Catholic Hliould gettfie prln- 
Armly into hi* head that the 
hurch is the only educator of its chil- 
rt». The State has duties, but no 
gn'u in the matter, except of seeing 
its duties are efficiently performed. 
Its duties are to assist education by 
the proper persons whose right it is to 
-educate. It has no right to appoint 
<Aese persons, or to dictate what shall 
or shall not be taught within certain 
.narrow limits.'* 

The Eagle haB this to say : 
"It is the paramount right and the 
paramount duty of the State to afford 
free education to all its children iu the 
■common branches of learning." 

flkfih the Eagle and the News beg 
4,he question. The proposition which 
each inserts is by no means a self-ev 
idem truth, but involves the ab- 
struse inquiry. Neither of them pre- 
tends to give any reason for its state- 
ment. One proposition appears about 
as plausible to us as the other In the 
Absence of proof. 

Although we aro a Protestant, and 
•on the same side as the Eagle, yet we 
must say that so far as we can Bee, it 
begs the question from start to finish. 
It is mighty and abundant in asser- 
tious; of proof it has none. I sub- 
mit^this kind of work will never de- 
fend the State or silence Romanism. 

Now we would suggest that the pa- 
reni* of the child have a right in its 
-education paramount to that of church 
or State. This is taught us in the 
revelations of nature, of the Bible 
and » the history of all the past. 
The jareuts being more deeply Inter- 
et^pd in the welfare of the child thau 
any others are better situated to decide 
how, when, where and by whom it 
shall be educated.

It had just as well say that the State 
under obligation to feed i 
very child born undcr|lts jurisdiction 
reeof expeiise. Every argument th 
irould prove its duty to educate, will 
t the same time prove its duty to 
upport. It is not the duty of the 
ite to either educate or maintain 
iry child free of expense. It 
more right to take the education of 
> children out of my hands thau it 
Mlo take the feeding and clothiugof 
out of my hand. If does the 
r it ought to be compelled to do 
he latter. Hear the Eagle again 
"The State provides at public ex- 
nm school* where all the children of I 

UiUjD^" 
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expend. It very 
ll tax-paying citi- 
zens to contribute to the support of 
these schools. With equal propriety 
the State iusists upon controlling these 
chools, uninfluenced by any church or 
ither organization." 

X, How can the State educate the 
hildren of all its citizens at public 
xpense and at the same time "free of 
expense ?" The fact is the parents of 
all the children who are not pau- 
pers pay according to their ability for 
the education of their children. O nly 
the children of pauper parentage are 
educated "free of expense." 

2. It is by no means au axiom that 
it is right for the State to require "tax - 
pavers to contribute to those schools."' 

I have my doubt about the right of 
a vagabond who does nothing but be- 
get children for the State to maintain 
and educate, to vote a tax on his in- 
dustrious bachelor neighbor to main- 
tain his "brats." This question is very 
much mixed iu my mind. This writer 
who has nothing to be taxed is very 
chary about voting a tax on those who 
have. 

3. The State properly does not place 
the schools under the control of any 
denomination. This would be a dis- 
crimination against the best. But as 
we have shown, these schools are not 
only under the influence, but they are 
the creatures of Protestantism. The 
Protestaut denominations of this 
country polnV to them with pride. 
There their children play together, 
learn together and grow together, not 
ouly in stature, but in sympathy and 
patriotism. Rome alone stands by and 
sulks, though enjoying equal rights — 
rights which she does not deserve, be- 
cause rights which she denies to others 
when she has the power. Again : 

'More this, the State has the right 
to insist that every child within its 
borders shall attend some school a cer- 
tain number of days in each year dur- 
ing school age. This sovereign pre- 
rogative belongs to the State by vir- 
tue of the right which inheres in or- 
ganized society to protect itself, as far 
as possible against the crimes and 
the vices of ignorance." 
The State has no such right — has 
aver exercised any such right. The 
State has no right to come between 
parent and child in this way. It has 
no right to invade the sacred privacy 
of the family in this way. This is 
holy ground. The government should 
move very slowly in meddling with 
of the home. The State 
has just as much right to say that 
every man shall attend church so 
many days in the year, and read so 
many chapters per week in the Bible, 
and shall hold family worship every 
morning and night as it has to sav I 
shall send my children to school bo 
any days in the school year. If the 
aim is to protect itself against the vices 
and crimes of ignorance, surely a little 
church going, Bible study and prayer 
would be quite as efficient as a little 
rcadin,' writin'and cipherin'" picked 
up in the public school. 

The State does provide schools to 
which all have access. She does not 
compel all to attend. She provides 
asylumi for the blind, but she does 
not compel the blind to enter ; for the 
insane, but she does not compel an 
entrance; for the indigent, but she 
does not compel them to enter. She 
puts it within the power of all these 
to be merciful to themselvo, but she 
does not compel them to do so. Sh 
should place educational facilities witb- 
f all ; that she should 
compel them does not appear.

An Eagle Carved In Iron 
Japanese patience is proverbial. A 
remarkable example of what it will 
accomplish wnen combitied with 
manual and artistic skill is to be ex- 
hibited at the Chicago Fair. It is a 
hand carved iron eagle, the work of a 
Japanese artist, Shinjiro Ita-o of the 
province of Ki-i and it took htm jsut 
live years to make it. It is two feet 
in height and measures from tip to tip 
of the extended wings five feet, the 
weight being 133 pounds. The head 
is so constructed that it will swerve 
from side to side like that of a live 
bird. The bird has more than 300 
feathers, made separately by hand, the 
lines on each numbering several hun- 
dred, aud some of them aro of such 
remarkable fineness that in order to 
preservo their uniformity of appear 
ance a fresh tool had to be employed 
after cuttiug three or four of them t 
This will give some idea of the p - 
tience aud care required for a 
ful accomplishment of th 
Shinjiro Ita-o captured two eagles- 
One he killed and stuffed and the othei 
he kept alivo. He used both as mod 
els, so that while engaged iu his work 
he could study the bird both in repose 
and in action.— Now York Herald. 



In the buildiug of stables or barns 
durability and warmth aro the most 
important things to consider. Timber 
is soon decayed aud it is inflammable 
and danger of fire is always imminent. 
Thus, any material that is durable, 
weather-proof aud not easily burned 
must be more desirable than wood, 
Cement is all this and is often cheaper 
than lumber. This material is easily 
managed »nd needs no skilled labor to 
put it int« the walls. It is made of 
one part of hydraulic cement, three of 
sand aud live of coarse gravel 
stones broken up that may be bedded 
into the cemenf. Tho cement hardens 
into stone and thus the buildiug is 
really of atouii.

THE PEOPLE AND THE BANKS. 
The financial squall that struck our 
city ou Thursday was a bitter one, but 
it aoou expended its force. Nothing 
can better illustrate the folly of people 
tiiMM the senseless attack upon the 
ereffit of institutions that are perfectly 
sound aud that are able to meet all 
the obligations of a legitimate busl- 
noM, es they shall accrue, with abso- 
lute promptness. The suspension of 
the Vew Farmers Bank was clearly 
tradable to a number of rumors, 
started no one could tell how, reflect- 



ing on its business credit, together 
with a combination of unfortunateand 
uutorseen circumstances ov.;r which 
the managmcnt could havo uo control. 
For Instance: when a bank iu a 
neighboring city suspended a few 
weeks since, some heavy depositors of 
ihe New Farmers Bank, living not far 
from our sister city, withdrew their 
deposits and when this same bank 
opened again, other depositors, living 
iu the same neighborhood also with- 
drew their deposits to loan to the sus- 
pended bank. Thus, the New Far- 
mers Bank, from no fault on its part, 
lost thousands of dollars of deposits 
because of the failure of another bank, 
and because of of its reopening— no 
bank could stand such strains let it be 
over so sound. 

The run on the other banks after 
the New Farmers had closed its doors 
was senseless. The Traders Deposit 
caught it heaviest ou Thursday as it 
happened. It was totally unlooked 
for, the President having gone 
that very morning to look after 
his farming interests in Bath county, 
one director going out of the State ou 
a trip and others to their business 
calls in one direction and another, all 
knowing that the bank was sound, 
md never dreaming of trouble; and 
when the storm burst with such sud- 
denness and fury it was as complete a 
surprise to the officers as to the busi- 
ness men of the city. The attacks on 
he Exchange and the Mt. Sterling 
National ou Friday morning were 
more savage than had been on the 
Traders, but fortunately these bauks 
iiad been able take thought for the 
situation and be prepared for the mob 
(for it was little else) when it did 
come. The Mt. Sterling Banks 
are all Right. The Mt. Sterliug 
National and the Exchange are as 
-olid as a rock. The Traders De- 
posit, which closed with more money 
on hand than the law demands, and 
more than it often had iu its vaults 
luring the conduct of iti 
business, will be open in a few days. 
It will be open, too, with much more 
money than it closed with. Several 
of iu friends, we are informed, offered 
large deposits while its doors were 
c losed for business, determined to show 
to the business world their faith in its 
integrity. 

It shall be our aim to induce some 
of our better informed bankers from 
lime to time, to write popular articles 
ou tho conduct of banks that our peo- 
ple may become better informed as 
their mode of doing business. We 
shall ask the Cashier of each bank iu 
Mt. Sterling for such an article, and 
will take pleasure in giving it to our 
readers.

Traders Deposit Bank-It Will Re- 
sume. 

It had been reported that the Traders 
Deposit Bank would resume yester- 
day, July 31. This in ordinary times 
as far as dollars aud cents are con- 
cerned, could have been done. But 
with financial clouds lowering it was 
demed best to take other steps. In an 
interview with Mr. E. C. Orear, Vice- 
President, wo learned facts which we 
think of interest. On the question of 
resumption there are not a few men 
who think the one and only thing nec- 
essary would be to open doors aud 
begin business, which is a very wide 
mistake. The first step taken by the 
bank was to offer a guarantee to 
depositors, thereby assuring them of 
their own faith in their institution 
and giving anditioual security. 

As it now is the bunk has liabilities 
amountiug to $147,000, with assets 
amounting to $375,000. The directory 
aud stock holders will add their person- 
al backing, increasing the security to 
what iu our opinion will amoun 
from $750,000 to $1,000,000. Papers 
have been circulated and the depositors 
have gladly takeu up the matter, and 
already more than half in both num- 
ber aud amount have giveu their con- 
sent to cancellation ot assignment and 
resumption on terms proposed by the 
bank. To a person who knew with 
what amount of cash this bank had 
beeu run, it seems that the suspension 
was unnecessary. But with an un- 
ceasing and quiet draw at the close of 
business Thursday, they had paid out 
over their counter about $20,000 more 
than they had token in, and the officers

His Assets Small and His Lia- 
bilities Heavy. 



The Failure Will Cripple Ma 
Poorly Able to Stand it. 



On Monday evening of last week, 
ittachmenU were being served on J. 
J. B. Gillespie, a promineut stock 
dealer aud trader, and early Tuesday 
morning he made an assignment of 
bis property for the benefit of his cred- 
i, to his brother, Cap. Gillisple, 
His liabilities are very heavy, and 
the burdens are widely distributed. 
Not only are banks and men of means 
aught, but many small farmers and 
poor men are left in the lurch, for 
mall amounts, it is true, but* such 
they can ill afford to spare. 

The hard timea already existing and 
the accumulation of disasters to our 
county in the line of the troubles that 
have overtaken our banks make it 
doubly hard for those suffering losses. 
Mr. Gillespie's liabilities will reach 
way up into the thousands, whilst his 
assets are merely nominal. He caught 
the Traders Deposit Bank $11,000, the 
At. Sterliug National $1,600, the Ex- 
hange Bank of Kentucky $1,800 and 
ther banks so that the aggregate 
reaches $25,000. AH this made good 
by personal security. Besides this, it is 
said he owes in amounts from $25 to 
$1,600 private parties, $25,000 or $35,- 
tuore, so that hie total indebtedness 
will reach between $50,000 and $60,- 
000. 

It is said the assets are merely uom- 
al. The firm of Gillispie & Stith 
also assigned at the same time to R. 
A. Mitchell. The indebtedness of the 
firm is probably small, not being over 
$1,500, aud the assets are small, indeed. 

Mr. T. B. Stith, member of the 
firm, also assigned to Mr. R. A. 
Mitchell. Ilis personal indebtedness 
was very little, but he was surety for 
his partner, Mr. Gillispio, and it was 
necessary for him to take the step to 
see that all parties have a fair show. 
Both Stith aud Gillispie are popular 
men who had a host of friends who 
evidenced their williugness to back 
them to any amount.

When chicks are placed in a brooder 
or under a hen, some handy yard is want- 
ed to confine them, and with this end in 
7iew an Ohio Farmer cori'espondent gives 
cuts and description of a panel used in 
his yards. Fijr. 1 shows the panel. This 
should be constructed of boards and pick- 
ets. Procure fence boards 6 inches wide 
and either 12 or 16 feet long and saw 
lengthwise through the center. This 
will give two long strips 8 inches wide

generally is usually a good indication of 
the breed. If fine and downy, the birds

he South. 

The efforts of President H. C. White 
of the Georgia Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college to establish farm vil- 
lages in the south is meeting with gen- 
eral favor. The St. Lonis Republic 
makes the following comments: 

The experiment of farm villages, about 
to be tried in Georgia, will be watched 
-with the greatest interest by all wh< 
interested in the development of 
•onth, for if it succeeds it will remove 
one of the greatest obstacles to securing 
for the southern states tho class of im- 
migrants thev most desire. 

The south was settled for the most 
part by people who wanted "elbow 
Toom." In the south before the war, 
■where everybody, white and black, was 
too comfortable and too nearly exempt 
from the curse of profuse pi rspiration 
which the rest of the civilized world 
paid as the price of a living, in that old, 
comfortable, easy going and hospitable 
Aouth, no one lived in towns who could 
Afford to live out of them. Tho planter 
lived in the middle of his "place," where 
his hotfs and chickens could not trouble 
Jus neighbors. It was a country of mag- 
nificent distances. No one walked. 
Even the beggars, or those who were

to be used for the top and bottom frame. 
Next procure three pickets 4 feet long 
and nail one at each end and the other in 
the center; then attach braces at oppo 
site corners, as shown in the cut. The 
pickets should be nailed so as to project 
an inch above the top of the frame and 1 1 
inches below, these to be sharpened so as 
to be readily driven into the ground. 

Fig. 2 shows a panel completed. The 
frame is covered with 5-cent muslin 
stretched tightly over the frame and well 
tacked down with common tacks. Apen 
made from four of these will be 16 feet 
square and is room enough for 100 chickf 
for one or two weeks, when they can be 
allowed to roam where they please. The 
correspondent who suggested these pan- 
els uses them to place around the brood- 
ers, so as to prevent the young chicks 
straying too far from home. These 
frames can be made for 25 cents and 
will last several years with proper care. 

Fig. 8 shows an excellent plan for a 
roost, which can be any length desired. 
D D are staples to attach the w ires C to 
and should be well driven into the roost. 
C is the wire supports cut any length,

so as to have the roost suspended about 
10 inches above the dropping board. B 
are the hooks on the end of the wires to 
fasten into staples to suppoit the roost. 
The staples where B is attached ought 
to be about 12 inches apart, which will 
prevent the roost from swinging. These 
roosts are easily kept free from lice, as 
there are no mortises to lay eggs in and 
thus escape fumigating. Also the roost

It makes very nutritious hay. I believe 
it to be almost the best hay in the world.

Professor doffs Method as Described 
Report From au Experiment Statl< 

Kerosene emulsion, when properly made 
and applied, has provod a valuable in 
foeticide for a class of insects not roadil. 
destroyed by other means. Tho tfvJklpg 
Df the emulsion is, however, accomplish-

•d with more or less difficulty. Profess- 
or Goff, in tho hope of discovering a 
method by which tho kerosene and wa- 
ter could be so intimately commingled 
during the spraying process as to do 
away with the necessity of preparing the 
emulsion separately, began experiments 
in this line which were continued through 
several seasons until satisfactory results 
were gained. 

The method is very simple and con- 
sists in so constructing the lower valve 
seat of a pump that it allows the entrance 
jf water through one opening and kero- 
iiene through another, tho two liquids 
becoming mixed in passing through the 
valves and cylinder of the pump and 
finally broken up into an exceedingly 
fine spray by being forced through a good 
spraying nozzle. 

Tho pump used by Professor Goff was 
the "Little Climax," but other spraying 
pumps on the market would, it is be- 
lieved, answer as well with similar mod- 
ifications. This pump, with its kerosene 
;hment, is shown in the first cut. 
The modification is illustrated in detail 
in the second cct, where the first figure 



vertical section of the valve seat. In the 
pump used the valve and valve seats are 
of brass. The lower valve shown at A, 
Fig. 2, is held in place by a screw, B, 
which fits into a bridge, C (Figs. 2 and 1), 
extending across the center of the orifice 
for the entrance of the water. In the 
modification of the pump a new casting 
was made similar to the original one ex- 
cept that it had a projection at one side 
(D. first cut) so placed that a hole drilled 
through it lengthwise passes through the 
center of the bridge alluded to near one 
end To this projection is attached by a 
w coupling a stop cock (A, same cut), 
and from this a lead or rubber tube ex- 
tends into a vessel holding kerosene, the 
regular suction tube of the pump being 
inserted into a pail of water.

The Number of Insects In the 
World. 

It is believed, according to Mr. P. 
L. Simondo, F. R. S., that there are 
live times as many insects as there are 
specie8 0f all other living things put 
togther. The oak alone supports 450 
species of insects, and 200 kinds make 
their home in the pine. Forty years 
ago Humboldt estimated that the n 
ber of species preserved in collections 
was between 160,000 and 170,000 ; but 
xcientiflc men now say that there must 
more than three-quarters of a 
million including parasitic creatures. 
Of the 35,000 in Europe, however, not 
e than 3,500 are noxious or de- 
structive. There are more than 100,- 
000 kinds of beetles. Some single 
ipecies include an incredible number 
>f specimens. The locusts on the 
coast of the.Mediterraiiean for instance, 
•ometimes cover the ground inches 
hick for miles. A single house fly 
lays from 150 to 200 eggs, which in 
two weeks become equally fertile flies, 
and insects generally have astonishing 
powers ot multiplication.

Farmers in posses 
sion of spraying pumps will appreciati 
this attachment, which Is not patented, 
that secures a thorough and rapid mix 
ture of kerosene and water during the 
spraying process. Bisulphide of carbon 
sprayed with water through this attach- 
ment makes a mixture that is sufficient- 
ly permanent for practical purposes. 

Transplanting Onions. 

At the Tennessee station last season 
the transplanted onions yielded 82f! 
bushels per acre, while those that were 
not transplanted only produced 206 
bushels. The transplanted onions also 
ripened several weeks before the others 
and were of a more uniform size, better 
in quality and more attractive to buy- 
ers when placed npon the market. The 
method of transplanting is easy. Holes 
are made across the field with a sharp 
instrument by one man, and another 
follows quickly to insert the onions in 
the holes. A third person comes along 
and places the onions one inch deep and 
presses the soil firmly around them. The 
worir is then finished, and one can de- 
pend upon a good crop. This is called 
the new onion culture. 



Cutworms and M ink melons. 

One of the worst enemies of the musk- 
melon is the cutworm. He is very fond 
of wheat middlings, and American Cul- 
tivator suggests that advantage can tx 
token of this to destroy him by poison 
ing. Mix a very little paris green witl; 
tip middlings and then strew the pot 
son til mixture in a circle around the hill 
and as close to the plants as possible. 
Numbers of dead cutworms will be found 
every morning. So long aa they can gel 
the middlings they care for nothing else 
ourse care should be taken to keep 
fowls or chickens from getting a t th* 
meal.

The incubator of to-day is a much 
more perfect machine than the one 
you tried five years ago. If you did 
not succeed then with one, it is no 
reason why you should not make an- 
other trial. 

There is no necessity for giving the 
poultry a moat ration during the sum- 
mer. Rather give them the freedom 
of a good grass range and the insects 
will provide them with all this sort of 
food they need. 

Never take anyj but "clean eggs to 
market. In order to do this you must 
never have auything but clean nests, 
in this work one thing calls for an- 
other— to have clean nests you must 
clean them olten, not loss than ouce a 
week at the least. 

See that the nests for sitting hens 
am well hollowed. If too flat the eggs 
roll out from under the hen every 
timo she moves, getting chilled one by 
one, and the result is a poor hatch aud 
you blame the hen and say she did not 
stick to her nest well. 

The growing of capons is one of the 
most profitable branches of the poul- 
try business. If you are really in 
poultry keeping a« a business, you 
should study every branch of it. Do 
not try capon'z'tig by yourself at first, 
but get an expert to help you. Beghi 
with a few birds aud feed them well 
through one season aud keep account 
of the cost. This will enable vou to 
decide if you wish to go further.—

I wouldn't wait for the honey to be 
capped before extracting if I were run- 
ning an apiary for extracted honey.

New Farmers Bank Not Broke. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky., July 31, 1893. 
We desire to say to our depositors, 
stockholders, and the public generally, 
that we expect to resume business 
before long, or just as Boon as we can 
make collections to justify it. The 
cause ot suspension, I presume is pretty 
generally known, but for the benefit 

Of MOM WHO DO NOT KNOW I will 

state, it was the withdrawal of our 
depos U amounting to about one 
hundred thousand dollars and the im- 
possibility of realizing on our paper, 
or making collections sufficient under 
the present state of the money market. 
The suspension of the Second Na 
tional Bank, of Ashland, caused un 
easiness in that part of the country 
among our depositors, and many of 
them w tndrow their deposits. 

Previous to the suspension of the 
bank at Ashland, the Farmers Bank at 
Beattyville, Ky., failed,;and it wa 
ported in some parts of the country 
that it was the Farmers Bank of Mt. 
Sterling, which caused a loss of depos- 
its at that time, and when the five 
large banks at Louisville closed their 
doors, and failing in our efforts to raise 
money on our collaterals, or notes due 
us on good parties, we saw no altera- 
tive but to close our doors. 

I would make the following general 
statement for the benefit of 
friends :

Sales on our market for the week 
just closed amount to 1,890 hhds, with 
receipts lor the same period of 1973 
hhds. Sales on our market since 
January 1, amount to 85,331 hhds. 
Sales of the crop of 1892 on our market 
amount to 88,331 hhds. 

The market this week has been 
without any special features to note. 
The only change being a little lower 
range of values for the very i 
grades of burley such as are selling 
under $6 per hundred. 

The money conditions continue very 
much straned throughout the whole 
country, and it is by no means like); 
that any permanent improvement wil 
be realised in prices of tobacco until 
financial conditions improve.

A summary of the bauk failures 
the United States from May 1 to July 
22 inclusive, shows that 301 banking 
institutions, with a capital of $3S,- 
951,033. suspended. The Mauufaei- 
urers Record publishes a complete li-t 
of the closed banks by States, also a 
table which shows that five-sixth of 
these failures aud four-fifths of the 
capital involved were in the Western 
and Pacific States, while 10 per cent, 
of the failures and 11 per cent, of the 
capital involved were in the South. 
In Colorado alone the capital involved 
was nearly $2,000,000 greater than the 
aggregate of capital of all the banks 
that failed in the South. The num- 
ber of failures in the Southern States 
was 37, involving $4,392,100 ; iu the 
Pacific and Western States the num- 
ber was 251, involving $31,258,933, 
and in the Eastern and Northern States 
13, with $2,600,000 capital.
